A TBIP TO FLORIDA. 


What Strikes a Xorthern Man in the 


Mud of Flower*.

The railway facilities of the South 


arc far behind those of the North, the 
corporations being many, lines numer- 
ous, and change* often and sometime* 
?ery vexatious. 
In traveling from 


Kvaos»ille to Cedar Keys, Florida, we 
made seven changes, and often if a per- 
son is in a great hurry he hid better 
walk. Especially is this true of the Sa- 
vannah A Western Railway, and the 
Transit Company road running from 
Fernandina to Cedar Keyi. 
From 


Brunswick to Ferndinana is a pleasant 
ride by steamer, when upon your left 
you can aec the broad Atlantic ocean, 
and upon your right the Georgia and 
Florida coasts with their never-changing 
garments of green.

The Faber an 
Eagle pencil companies each have saw 
mills here, ana ship immense amount 
of cedar lumber to their northern pen 
cil factories.

schooners, sloops and sailing vessels, al 
engaged in passenger or freight busi 
ness, and hailing from all points of th 
compass.

But we would disabuse those of the 


dea of moving to Florida who antici- 
late an easy and indolent life, unless 
hey go fully provided with filthy lucre. 
Ter soil is generous to those who prop- 
erly tickle it, and in due time will 
richly repay the thrifty husbandman in 
uscious fruits and tempting vegetables, 
[t is estimated that an orange grove 
can be started at an entire expense of 
rom $50 to $(!0 per acre; this esti- 
mate including cost of clearing off the 
and, fencing the same, and preparing, 
purchasing and setting oat the orange 
plants. One thousand trees can be 
properly set out upon ten acres of land, 
ind when once nicely growing will sell 
for treble (their original cost. 
Good 


colored help can be had for from $10 
to $12 per month and rations, which 
consist of 1 peek of corn meal, 4 Ibs. of 
pork, 1 pint of molasses and the neces- 
sary salt per week, all costing not to 
exceed $3 per month. 
There are two 


kinds ol land adapted to the orange 
culture ; viz: the pine ami hammock 
lands, with a divided sentiment among 
the natives as to which is the best 
adapted to the orange, lemon and other 
tropical fruits, the preponderance rath- 
er in favor of the hammock, while the 
pine lands are deemed the only desirable 
lands to live upon, as the rank vegeta- 
tion and moist soil o!' the hammocks 
too often breed malarial diseases. 
The 


pine soil is of a white, sandy nature, 
while the hammock has a darker hue. 
The orange tree will begin to bear with- 
in fi?e years of the setting our, and 
produces fruit annually. The lemon, 
citron, guava and banana bear at all 
times during the year, the two latter 
producing fruit eighteen months after 
planting. The date, sugar cane, and 
grape fruit bear once a year, afld ligs 
two or three times a year. 
Space will 


not permit me to name the many kinds 
of trees, fruits and flowers found grow 
ing in the State of Florida, for their 
name is legion, and the productive ca 
paoity of the soil is marvelous. During 
the months of June, July, August and 
September they have what is termed 
their rainy season, accompanied by 
numerous crashes of thunder and vivid 
displays of lightning. 
Good drinking 


water is found about ten feet under the 
earth's surface. The atmosphere is dry 
and bracing for the moat part and fresl 
meats are loss liable to spoil there than 
they would in the same time in our 
summer months. 
Here all kinds ol 


fish, oysters, clams and turtles arc 
found in the Gulf and connecting in- 
lets. 
The sluggish aljigator deports 


himself in the bayous, rivers and creeks 
and the festive rattlesnake is occasion- 
ally seen ensconced among the thickly 
growing palmetto, but rarely does lie 
inflict his venom upon the passer-by. 
and then only when trod upon orumluh 
disturbed. 


It is claimed by seientilic men that 


the under formation of Florida i-i one 
honey-comb of coral, upon which has 
been deposited by the action o( the 
surrounding waters its present soil, fur- 
nished by the Mississippi and other 
numerous rivers that empty into the 
Gulf. 
All over the State can bo seen 


many objects of interest and strange 
freaks of nature. Col. Anerum, editor 
of the Hamilton Times, in Jasper, Flor- 
ida, and a gentleman of intelligence and 
of undoubted veracity, kindly furnishes 
me with a description of one of these 
natural curiosities, located in the coun- 
ty. It consists of a large body of wa- 
ter (evidently a formation of numerous 
springs), which, after flowing sonth- 
.westerly for about 7 miles, entirely dis- 
appears into two cavities or sinks in the 
earth, and nowhere again appears on 
the earth's surface. For twelve hours 
this body of water flows entirely into 
one of these sinks, and for the remain- 
ing twelve Jiours ot the day flows into 
the other sink, said sinks being sepa- 
rated by a slight elevation or ridge of 
earth. No satisfactory explanation ot 
this wonderful formation 
has been 


given.

The 
moonlight on the waters, the plunging 
fish, the gentle murmur of the distant 
Gulf and the soothing breeze as it were 
from India's coral strand, all greet the 
weary traveler and bid him rest.

How the Boomers are Get- 


ting Along. 


BOUTWEULi SPEAKS. 


NEW YORK, Doc. 23.—The Washing- 


Ion correspondent of the Evening Post 
has had an interview with Boutwell, ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury, in relation 
to the Phelps-Dodge case, reopened by 
the Conkling-Bayard 
correspondence. 


Boutwell says : "The first intimation I 
received that Dodge & Co. had been 
charged with a violation of the revenue 
lawa was from Wm. K. Dodge himself, 
who came to my rooms one day when I 
was too ill to go to the Treasury/ and 
informed me that his house had been 
charged with a violation of these laws. 
He said that if there had been any 
omission to pay the datics, it was due 
to ignorance and not an intention to 
defraud the Government. He added 
that the charge was very unpleasant for 
the firm anil his family, and he wished 
to make a settlement without publicity. 
I told him that was impossible, and if 
possible would be very unwise ; that 
any secrets in tho Treasury were tem- 
porary ; that the results were matters 
of record, and open to inspection by 
'Congress and officers of the Govern- 
ment. 
Moreover, according to his own 


statement, there were three persons in 
New i'ork outside of his own firm who 
had knowledge of the charges, and that 
secrecy under these circumstances was 
impossible, and that any attempt at 
secrecy would only fasten on bis firm 
an irredeemable stain. I then said to him 
that if the failure to pay legal duties 
had sprung from ignorance, his true 
course was to try the case in court, and 
if the fact was established, the judge 
would certify that while there had been 
a technical violation of the laws no in- 
tention of fraud appeared, and that 
upon a showing, under tho statute pro- 
vided, the Secretary of the Treasury 
had the power and it was his duty to 
remit the penalties; that the firm would 
help to pay the duties and pass through 
a disagreeable ordeal, but in the end 
would ho absolved from all jus^ground 
of censure. Mr. Dodge left mo without 
saying what ho should do, but with the 
impression on my mind he would follow 
the course suggested. 
I may add that 


at (he timo I had no doubt of their 
innocence. 
Not many days 
passed, 


however, before efforts at settlement 
were begun. 
There was never any 


check paid to me and I had nothing 
whatever to do personally with tlic col- 
leetion of money or its distribution. 
The firm never signed a paper confess- 
ing the guilt, and the only foundation 
for such .1 statement lies probably in 
the fact that I refused to accept the 
original proposition for settlement, in 
which they asserted their innocence, 
but agreed to pay the amount due by 
the officers in Now York, both as duties 
and penalties. This proposition was 
rejected on the ground that the asser- 
tion of innocence was inconsistent with 
the payment of money." 


CAUNVEM,, KAN., December 23.— 


Harry L. Hill, chief of the scouts of 
the Oklahoma colony, and* Col. Thos. 
P. Craddock, General Manager, who 
went into the Territory on the 8th, 
having flanked the military at Arkansas 
City, came into camp to-day. They 
were gone fourteen days and scouted 
up tho north fork of tho Canadian and 
over to the south fork. 
They say the 


Territory has been full of people. They 
met at the appointed rendezvous over 
50 wagona concealed from the scouts, 
awaiting Capt. Payne, who would have 
joined him as soon as he reached the 
town site. 
They ^report that hundreds 


of claims have been taken, and founda- 
tions lor houses built on them, Payne 
having waited to get in all parties into 
the Territory, and will .return to their 
homes to await future 
movements. 


Most of the emigrants they met were 
from Texas, Arkansas and the Chieka- 
saw nation. Most of the boomers have 
gone to tlieir homes to spend Christ- 
mas, only abniit 100 remaining in eamp. 
Six inches of snow foil last night. 
A 


boomer said to-day, "we know what we 
arc about; we have tho best legal ad- 
vice in the Union, and every claim we 
lay our foundation on will hold, and 
even Congress cannot take that right 
away, and wliilc we will have no con- 
flict with the military we will cover the 
Territory with claims, and before plant- 
ing time we will go in and cultivate 
that land." 
Influential parties have 


urged them to break up camp and await 
Congressional action, but, they will not. 


The Oimnifm'nt of (his place comes 


out in an editorial to-day denouncing 
the Paul, and calls the opposition of the 
press of the State as working in the in- 
terest of Jay Gould to prevent tho 
opening of tho Territory so other roads 
can reach the Gulf and Texas ports, 
taking all the business over Gould's 
roads. The question is being bitterly 
discussed pro and con by the press of 
the State. 
Capt. J. M. Stcele, of 


Wichita, a prominent candidate for Gov- 
ernor before the last State Convention, 
is President ;of the Oklahoma town 
company, and says that he will force 
the issue into Kansas polities. I have 
talked with farmers not connected with 
the colony movement, and, to my sur- 
prise, they nearly all favor the move- 
ment.

prints a column interview with Auslin 
Corbin, the well known lawyer, in which 
he warmly defends Kate Chase Sprague 
from the charges made against her char- 
acter. He says she is as innocent as B 
child and thtit he intend* to defend her 
to the end. 


CLINTON, ILL., Dec. 23. -The trial 


of Patsy Devine for the murder of Aaron 
Goodfellow at Bloomington, in Auguit, 
1879, commenced in the DeWitt county 
circuit court;on Monday. The case wa» 
given t" the jury at 10:45 this morning. 
After deliberating for eight hours they 
returned a verdict of guilty, fixing the 
punishment with death. The counsel 
for the defense immediately made a mo- 
tion for a new trial. This was argued at 
length, but waa overruled by the court. 
Devine WAS then sentenced by Judge 
Burr to be hung on the 14th of January, 
1881, in this city.

The profitable business of storing away 


ice for summer use, is yearly increasing in 
extent and importance among local deal- 
ers in Decatur; and no individual dealer 
or company is more energetic and reso- 
lutely enterprising in this industry than is 
D. A. Mafflt, familiarly known as "Doc." 
Last summer he had to send abroad for 
ice for his grand army of patrons; but he's 
fixed for 'em now. He has built one of 


THE LARGEST ICE BODIES 


in the state, 100 yards south of his resi- 
dence, on the west bank of the Sangamon 
river, and within its walls he has stored 
4,000 tons of the clearest and purest crys- 
tal ice ever harvested. 
The immense 


structure is 120 flet long, 50 feet wide, 
and 26 feet high. It was built by Goffy 
& Ryner, at a cost of nearly $3,000, and is 
constructed of pine lumber on scientific 
principles in modern style, having a tres- 
tle roof, numerous ventilators and double 
walls, between which' is placed sawdust 
in abundance to prevent the ice from 
melting in hot weather. For the past 8 
days a force of 30 er 35 experienced ice 
harvesters have been busily engaged in 
filling the great building with the cooling 
chunks under the personal direction of 
Sir. Jlaffit, and at the time of the visit of 
the writer on Wednesday evening, all 
hands were actively at work plowing, 
cutting, and drawing the frozen chunks, 
each about 10 inches in thickness, up 
the Knickerbocker chute and into the 
building, where 
each 
square lump 


was packed 
closely with 
the other 


specimens of Alaska "diamonds" that 
bad gone before. 
Everything moved 


along like clock work, quietly and order- 
ly, all loud talking and shouts being posi- 
tively forbidden. Six to eight chunks or 
ice weie drawn up the chute at one time 
by means of a rope, at one end of which 
was attached a patent hook held by an 
operator, and at the other end was at- 
tached a team of horses that pulled the 
load up the incline to the opening into the 
building. The building is now "chuck 
full" ot ice and will be closed until the 
summer trade begins.
